First  Game  of  Season  to  Be  Friday 
Night  at  Kansas  City  Against  Oath- 
olic  Community  Cluh  Quintet. 


An  admirable  basketball  schedule, 
■beginning  with  a  game  in  Kansas  City 
Friday  night,  and  ending  with  a  con¬ 
ference  tilt  at  home  on  March  1,  has 
been  arranged  for  the  College  Bear¬ 
cats  by  Athletic  Director  Lawrence. 
This  scchulc,  composed,  of  sixteen 
games,  embraces  twelve  conference 
meetings  with  other  teachers  eollcgo 
tarns  and  four  non-conference  battles. 

Coach  Lawrence  will  leave  Friday 
morning  for  Kansas  City  where  the 
Bearcats  will  meet  the  Catholic  Com¬ 
munity  Club  team  of  that  city  at  9 
o’clock  Friday  night  at  the  Armory. 
The  C.  C.  C.,  is  a  now  team  composed 
of  several  players  who  were  with  the 
Kansas  City  Athletic  Club  last  sea¬ 
son.  It  is  a  strong  team  and  one  which 
may  bo.  looked  on  to  finish  well  up  in 
the  national  tourney  this  spring.  This 
game  will  be  a  true  tester  for  the  Bear¬ 
cats  and  will  give  followers  of  the 
team  a  chance  to  comparo  their  men 
wl^li  leading  competition.  True,  the 
Kansas  Citians  will  have  an  edge,  for 
they  are  already  well  along  in  their 
season  and  -this  will  be  the  first  game 
of  the  year  for  the  Bearcats,  champions 
of  the  Missouri  Intercojlegiato  Athletic 
Association  last  year/ 

Line-up  Is  Uncertain 

Mr.  Lawrence  will  likely  take  a  squad 
of  about  nine  plas'ors  to  Kansas  City, 
His  starting  lineup  will  not  bo  known 
until  Friday,  as  he  is  having  a  real 
problem  in  selecting  his  best  combin¬ 
ation  of  five  players.  Likely  Ungles, 
Burks,  Berst,  and  Captain  Joy  will  bo 
amoug  the  starters,  and  it  is  .  possible 
that  either  Hodges  or  Ferguson  will 
bo  the  fiftli  man,  but  at  the  last  mo 
meat  some  other  players  may  poso  into 
starting  formation. 

The  first  gtlnie  of  the  season  at  home 
will  bo  on  January  13,  when  the  Tarkio 
College  five  will  come  hero  for  the 
first  of  a  two  gamo  series.  Tarkio 
and  Maryville  have  been  rivals  in  all 
branches  of  sport  for  a  number  of  years, 
but  lately  the  Bearcats  have  hade  the 
edge,  in  football  and  basketball  particu 
larly.  However,  Coach  Pittinger 
claims  to  have  a  strong  squad  at  Tar¬ 
kio  this  year,  and  the  gamo  should  draw 
well  here. 

On  January  19  the  Catholic  Commun¬ 
ity  Club  team  will  come  to  Maryville 
for  a  return  gamo  with  the  Bearcats, 
and  then  local  fandom  will  havo  an 
opportunity  to  see  a  number  of  out¬ 
standing  players  in  action.  Among  the 
luminaries  on  tho  C.  C.  C.,  are  Frod 
Ford,  Bobby  Sanders,  Ed  Fotting,  and 
Cross,  all  members  of  the  Kansas  City 
Athletic  Club  team  which  played  hero 
last  yoar.  In  addition,  Armand  Soph, 
stellar  star  with  the  Wnrrcnsburg 
Touchers  for  tho  last  throo  years,  is 
with  tho  club. 

Conference  Opens  Jan,  28 

Maryvillo  will  go  to  Tarkio  for  tho 
return  game  with  tho  Turks  on  Jan¬ 
uary  24,  and  then  ovorything  will  bo 
ready  for  tho  oponing  of  tho  conference 
sonson  with  Sprinfield  hero  on  Janu¬ 
ary  28  and  29. 

The  Springfield  team  is  already  talk¬ 
ed  of  as  a  strong  contondor  for  tho  con¬ 
ference  title,  and  certuinly  tho  Bears 
will  bo  smarting  undor  two  football 
and  two  basketball  dofeats  at  tlie  hands 
of  tho  Bearcats  in  tho  last  yoar  and  a 
half.  They  will  como  to  Maryvillo 
fortified  to  win  if  winning  is  possihlo. 

Thoro  will  bo  a  breathing  spoil  uftor 
those  gamos,  until  February  9,  unloss 
prosont  plans  work  out  and.  tho  Boar- 
icats  meet  AVestministor  during  thoso 
clays.  If  not,  thoy  will  bo  idlo  and 
will  play  tholr  first  uwuy-from-homo 
conference  game  at  Capo  Girardeau  on 
tho  ninth.  Then,  after  skipping  a  day, 
thoy  will  play  two  at  Kirlcsvjllo  on 
February  11  and  12. 

Coach  Lawrence  is  just  ns  sot  on  a 
victory  at  Kirksvillo  as  Sprinfield  is 
sot  oil  winning  lioro.  Don  Faurot  is 
proving  himsolf  quito  a  coach  off  tho 
Northeast  Missouri  school,  and  Ids 
baskothnl  team  this  year  will  benr 
watching. 

Many  Games  In  a  Bow 

Tho  Bearcats  will  race  buck  homo 
after  tho  Kirksvillo  gamos  in  ordor  to 
bo  hero  to  entortuin  Capo  Girardeau 
when  tho  Indians  como  hero  for  a  pair 
of  games  on  tho  fifteenth  and  sixteenth. 
And  then  there  will  bo  a  moinont  for 
them  to  catch  their  breath,  and  along 
will  come  tho  Warensburg  Mules  for 
a  game  on  the  twenty-first. 

Back  oh  tho  road  the  team  will  go 
after  this  gamo,  and .  it  will  meet 
Springfield  on  February  93,  and  will 


then  go  to  Warrensburg  for  gamos  on 
February  25  and  20.  And  then  tho  Bcnr- 
ents  will  be  through  with  the  road  for 
tho  year.  Their  final  gamo  of  tho 
scenson  will  bo  iu  Maryvillo  on  March 
1  with  Kirksvillo.

Maryville  State  Teachers  Cologc  will 
be  a  member  of  two  leagues  in  debating 
this  year.  One  will  be  the  five  Teach¬ 
ers  Colleges  of  Missouri,,  and  tho  other 
will  be  the  schools  of  tho  West;  Omaha 
University,  Tarkio  College,  Peru  State 
Teachers  College  and  Maryville. 

Debates  may  be  arranged  with  Park 
College,  Central  and  the  Kansas  City 
Law  School.  Several  schools  in  Kansas 
havo  asked  that  debates  bo  scheduled, 
but  no  dcfinftc  arrangements  have  been 
made  at  tlie  present  time.  It  is  possible 
that  other  debates  will  be  scheduled  in 
the  near  future. 

It  will  bo  necessary  for  Marj’villc  to 
havo  two  questions  to  debate  this  year. 
The  question  for  debate  with  Hie  Col¬ 
leges  of  tho  west  is,  Rosolved  that; 
Congress  Should  Enact  Legislation  To 
Embody  The  Principals  of  tho  McNary- 
Haugen  Bill.'  Maryvillo  will  have  a 
team  .  on  , both  the  negative  and  tho 
affirmative  sides  of  tlie  question.  This 
is  a  live  issue  and  a  question  of  general 
interest  to  of  the  Agriculture  section 
of  the  Middle  West. 

Tho  question  with  tlie  Teachers  Col¬ 
leges  is,  Resolved;  That  tlie  Direct 
Primary  Should  be  Abandoned  in  favor 
of  tlie  Convention  System  as  a  Method 
of  Nominating  Local,  State,  and  Na¬ 
tional  officials.  Maryville  will  sup-i 
port  both  sides  of  this  question. 

Says  Prospects  are  Good 
Miss  Eastman  reports  that  prospects 
for  a  successful  year  in  debating  are 
good.  A  number  of  successful  debators 
havo  already  signified  their  intentions 
of  the  opportunity  of  working  for  thorn- 
and  for  tho  school  on  an  enterprise 
in  which  no  one  can  lose. 

Miss  Eastman  is  hoping  to  use  the 
squad  system  of  debating  this  year. 
This  is  used  in  many  of  tho  larger 
Colleges  of  tho  country  and  can  he  used 
successfully  in  a  school  of  this  sizo. 
In  the  squad  system,  everyone  showing 
promise  of  making  a'  dobator  is  givon 
a  chance  to  debate.  This  destroys  tlie 
idoa  of  only  four  people  being  able  to 
niako  tho  debating  team.  The  dobato 
conch  is  hoping  to  uso  at  least  ten 
to  represent  the  College  in  the  various 
contests  of  tho  season.  • 

The  Faculty  is  anxious  to  seo  crodit- 
ablo  debating  done  by  this  school.  De¬ 
bating  develops  the  individual  dobator,

But  tlie  whole  matter  lias  been  ex¬ 
plained  by  “Hickory”  Leech,  former 
Bearcat  and  connected  with  tho  schools 
for  a  number  of  years.  “Hickory” 
told  tlie  story  to  President  Lamkin 
when  tlie  latter  was  in  Columbia  some 
time  ago.

Tax  Body  Slices 
College  Budget 
Alniost  in  Half| 

Appropriation  for  Biennial  Period  of 

1927-28  Recommended  at  $405,649  by 

State  Commission’s  Report. 

The  budget  prepared,  by  the  College 
Board  of  Ricgcuts  as  the  necessary 
amount  to  run  tlie  institution  during 
tlie  bionial  period  of  1927-28  lias  been 
cut  almost  in  half  by  the  State  Tax 
Commission  of  Missouri,  according  to 
its  report,  recently  published.  The 
tax  body  went  on  a  slicing  rampage 
and  slashed  largo  amounts  from  the 
budgets  submitted  by  all  of  the  state 
educational  institutions. 

The  budget  as  submitted  to  the  tax 
body  by  tlie  rcognts  asked  for  $781,- 
149,  and  tlie  recommendation  of  that 
body  to  the  General  Assembly  called 
for  only  $405,649.  This  is  a  reduction 
of  $375,500,  and  eliminates  all  building 
matters  from  the  school  program. 

President  Lamkin  has  not  comment- 
on  the  matter  of  tho  tax  commis¬ 
sion’s  action,  but  it  is  likely  that  he 
was  forewarned  of  it,  as  lie  has  ap¬ 
peared  before  tlie  body  several  times 
lately. 

A.  Big  Out  for  M.  U. 

Tho  most  outstanding  thing  in  the 
tax  commission  report  was  the  cut  in 
tho  budget  of  the  University  of  Mis¬ 
souri.  Tli  is  school  asked  for  nil  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $6,528,211,  and  the  tax 
commission  reported  a  recommendation 
of  hut  $1,979,500.  This  would  allow 
tho  largest  school  in  tlie  state  loss 
than  a  million  dolars  a  year  with  which 
to  operate.  , 

Tlie  commission  is  required  by  law 
to  make  a- recommendation  for  appo- 
priutionB  for  state  departments  and 
institutions  to  tho  General  Assembly. 
The  Legislature  in  making  appropria¬ 
tions  is  not  bound  to  follow  tho  recom¬ 
mendations.  Two  years  ago  the  appro¬ 
priations  oxcoodod  tho  recommendation 
of  the  tax  commission  by  Bevoral  mil¬ 
lion  dollars. 

Tho  state  odueational  institutions 
alone  asked  for  -$13,730,175,  or  with¬ 
in  $1,400,00  of .  tho  general  rovenuo 
that  will  bo  available,  according  to 
tlie  report.  Tho  commission  rocom-

“At  any  rata  wo 'went  down  to 
Springfield  without  any  name,  and  like¬ 
ly  without  any  great  amount  of  basket¬ 
ball  reputation.  That  was  in  "tho  days 
when  Dan  Noe1' was  tho  Drury  coach. 

College  Library 
Shelves  Housing 
18,000  Volumes 

There  arc  over  18,000  volumes  in  the 
College  Library,  according  to  Mr.  Wells 
librarian. 

Mr.  Wells  stated  that  the  library 
hero  is  especially  good  for  a  College 
of  tho  sizo  of  this  school.  Of  the 
18,000  volumes,  25  per  cent  aro  on  sub¬ 
jects  dealing  with  education,  20  per 
cent  are  English,  10  tier  cent  aro  on 
subjects  of  History.  The  remaining  are 
on  such  subjects  as  Music,  Art,  Agri¬ 
culture,  Home  Economics  and  Scientific 
phases  of  stud}'. 

The  education''  books  aro  used  more 
■than  tlie  othcV  volumes  in  the  Library, 
as  33  per  cent  of  the  books  that  go 
over  the  desk  are  of  this  type.  Por- 
haps  this  is.  duo  t».  tho  fact  that  a 
largo  number  of  the  classes  in  sub¬ 
jects  of  education,  especially  in  tho

and  then,  weather  permitting,  work  on 
tlie  other  projects  will  bo  stnrted.

There 
are  thirty-seven  students  taking  this 
work,  and  tlie  instructor  is  teaching 
them  tho  propagation  of  plants,  em¬ 
phasizing  when  and  whero  to  plant 
each  kind  of  shrub  flower,  and  tree, 
and  why  to  plant  certain  tilings  in 
certain  places.

Tlie  College  campus,  long  a  place  of 
beauty  is  to  be  made  oven  inoro  invit¬ 
ing,  if  plans  now  formulated  are  carriod 
out  in  full.  For  tlie  Collcgo  has  de¬ 
cided  to  take  stops  toward  aiding  na¬ 
ture  in  certain  places  on  the  College 
property  and  toward  beautifying  other 
places  whero!  nature  has  been  ngloct- 
ful. 

/Tlie  planting  of  numerous  trees,  lines 
of  shrubbery,  and  beds  of  flowers  is 
on  the  program  which  has  been  ar¬ 
ranged  by  Mr.  Witbington,  teacher  of 
horticulture  and  landscape  gardening 
at  tlie  College.  The  major  part  of  tlioso 
activities  will  bo  carried  on  in  the 
neighborhood  of  tlie  new  gymnasium 


and  klong  tlie  main  walk  which  leads 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  ,  at , from  this  building  to  tho  administration 


college.  \ 

^Second  place  goes  to  tho  English  De¬ 
partment.  Nearly  25  per-cent  of,  the 
books  issued  daily  aro  of  this  class. 
Mr.  Wells  states  that  ho  thinks  that 
this  class  of  books  should  be  given 
more  home  reading  by  tho  students 
than  is  being  done  at  tho  present  time. 

Tho  present  day  tendency  is  to  road 
a  hook  once  and  then  it  is  used  no 
more.  Mr.  Wells  points  out  that  this 
cost  of  books  can  be  cut  to  a  minimum 
by  the  students  availing  themsolves  of 
tlie  use  of  tlie  library  for  thoir  re¬ 
creational  reading. 

Judging  from  the  amount  'nnd  type 
of  books  checked  out  over,  tho  vaca¬ 
tions  the  etudents  here  do  very  littlo 
reading  for  recreation,  as  compared 
.with  some  of  the  other  colleges  of  this 
district. 

At  Warrensburg  during  tho  Thanks¬ 
giving  vacation  thoro  wero  over  800 
volumes  cheeked  out  for  purely  recre¬ 
ation  reading.  At  this  institution 
there  wore  85.  Somo  of  the  works  that 
aro  suggested  !for  recreationl  reading 
are:  Tlie  Dark  Frigato,  Tho  Lif^  of 
Pasteur,  Spirit  and  Service  of  Scienco, 
Story  of  Sugar,  Complete  Works  of 
Coopor,  Emerson’s  Essays,  Mark  Twain, 
and  Chincso  Lifo  in  Town, and  Country,

A  roiv  of  trees  rvill  bo  planted  along 
tho  walk  which  leads  from  Fourth 
street  to  tho  main  building.  These 
trees  will  likely  bo  Norway  maples  and 
will  bo  planted  about  every  forty  feet. 
It  is  likely  that  filler  trees  of  some 
rapid  growing  variety  will  bo  planted 
between  the  maples,  making  a  tree 
every  twenty  feet  from  tho  streot  to 
the  building.

Around  tho  gymnasium  various  var¬ 
ieties  of  shrubbery,  perennial  flowcr- 
inb  plants  and  bulbs  will  bo  planted, 
nnd  many  trees  will  be  planted  around 
the  burtding.  Pin  oaks  will  be  plnntcd 
for  protection  of  tlie  south  windows 
of  tho  gymnasium.  All  of  the  ground 
around  tho  building  will  be  leveled 
and  plnnted  in  blue  grass.  ’ 

A  workman  has  boon  busy  since  the 
beginning  of  tho  OliriBtmns  vacation 
pruning  tho  trees  along  tho  walk 
through  tho  campus  to  the.  main  build¬ 
ing.  TIiobo  trees  have  needed  trimming 
for'  some  time  and  the  work  is  being 
dono  so  that  all  will  bo  uniform  and 
will  havo  thoir  natural  character  and 
shape  as  jinuch  as  possible.

hanges  have'  been  made  in 
regulations  for  meets  to  be 
tinder  tlie  Missouri  ,  High 
hie  tic  'Association.  At  a 
the  board  of  control  of 
.tion  recently  in  Kansas  City 
Slings  wore  made  which  will 
effect  not  only  the  state  tourneys  but 
those  of  the  teachers  college  districts. 

President  Lamkin  attended  tho  meet¬ 
ing  as  a  representative  of  tho  five 
Missouri  teachers  fcollegcs,  and  C.  L. 
Brewer,  director  of  athletics  at  the 
University  of  Missouri,  represented  that 
institution. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  teacli- 
ors  colleges  for  tho  last  few  years 
to  send  the  winning  basketball  team 
of  each  district  to  Columbia  to  com¬ 
pete  for  the  stato  title.  This  plan  was 
altered  at  tlie  Kansas  City  meeting, 
and  in  tho  future  not  only  tlu  district 
champion  but  also  the  district  runner- 
up  null  be  sent  to ’tlio  Columbia  meot. 
This  wiH\moan  that  there  will  bo  six-j 
teen  team's  in  tho  tournament  rather 
than  the  ei^lit  which  usually  compete. 

St.  Louis  Is  Now  In 
There  are  now  eight  districts  in  the 
state  which  are  eligible  to  send  teams 
to  the  tournament  in  Columbia.  Thejr 
arc:  tho  fivo  teachers  college  districts, 
the  south  central  district  at  Rolla, 
and  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis.  The 
coming  into  the  tournament  of  the  St. 
Louis  representatives  will  bo  a  now 
thing  this  year.  In  the  past  it  lias 
been  a  ruling  in  that  city  that  basket¬ 
ball  teams  compete  nowhere  outsido  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  St.  Louis.  With 
tho  city  champion  at  the  stato  tourna¬ 
ment,  the  meet  will  be  a  truly  repre¬ 
sentative  one  and  the  winner  will  have 
no  opposition  for  tho  state  title.  The 
state  champion  will  havo  an  opportun¬ 
ity  to  go  to  Chicago  to  compete  as 
Missouri’s  representative  in  tho  nation¬ 
al  interscholastic  tourney. 

In  the  past,  tho  teacliors  colleges 
havo  paid  the  entire  expenses  of  tho 
winning  team  to  tho  tournnment  in 
Columbia.  This  year  tho  five  colleges 
will  bear  half  of  tho  oxponses  of  the 
winner  and  runner-up,  and  thoso  schools 
will  havo  to  boar  half  the  exponso  of 
thoir  tennis.  ■  •

THE  SAME  OLD  WHEEZE 
Here  conies  the  same  old  wheeze. 

Every  year  there  are  at  least  three  times  when  the  boy  orators 
of  every  school  and  the  girl  pepsters  of  every  school  wear-  out  their 
fists  pounding  the  table  to.  the  tune  of  "Support  our  team.” 

And  this  is  just  a  little  more  of  the  same,  in  a  different  way. 
If  you  are  always  a  loyal  supporter  and  can  conscienciously  say 
so,  then  you  don’t  have  to  read  farther,  but  can  skip  to  something 
else.  For  this  is  meant  primarily  for  die  person  who  is  always 
commenting  on  the  team  but  who  in  reality  doesn’t  know  a  hang

This  is  your  school  and  it 
is  your  team.  When  the  team  plays,  it  is  playing  for  you.  It  is 
representing  you.  If  you  don’t  support  it,  how  can  you  fairly 
criticize  it  if  it  does  not  live  up  to  your  expectations.

If  there  is  anybody  who  has  a  right  to  say  anything  about 
a  team  it  is  the  person  who  follows  it,  who  sees  every  game  at 
home  and  keeps  the  telephone  hot  finding  out  how  the  games  away 
from  home  came  out.  He  is  the  person  who  has  a  right  to  say 


what  he  wishes.  But  you  haven't,  if  you  aren’t  this  person. 


Missouri  suffer  if  it  can  prevent  it.  The  University  of  Missouri 
appropriation  was  cut  from  six  million  dollars  to  less  than  two 
million.

The  Student  Council  has  ruled  that  there  be  no  changes  or 
alterations  in  the  school  colors  and  that  there  be  no  substitution 
for  the  name  of  Bearcats  when  speaking  of  the  athletic  teams  of 
the  school.  • 

Some  say  it  was  a  wise  move  and  others  say  it  was.  not.  It 
seems  that  there  are  two  sides  to  the  question  of  changing  the 
colors  and  only  one  side  to  the  subject  of  changing  the  emblem 
or  nickname.  In  the  latter  case,  the  arguments  for  the  change  do 
not  seem  to  be  strong  enough  to  justify  it,  and  the  ruling  of  the 
council  was  good.  i 

The  governing  body  of  the  students  also  likely  ruled  well  in 
regard  to  voting  down  the.  addition  of  black  to  the  College  colors, 
but  the  Council  or  anyone  else  is  more  or  less  in  error  in  attempting 
to  dictate  just  what  and  what  shall  not  be  the  color  of  playing  equip¬ 
ment  for  the  athletic  teams.  That  honor  sweaters  shall  remain 
green  with  whjte  letters  is  good,  but  the  proposition  of  adding 
black  to  playing  equipment,  to  make  it  more  usjible  and  more  wear- 
'able  is  a  matter  which  should  be  left  u  pto  the  athletic  department 
or  to  the  intercollegiate  athletic  committee. 

It  is  well  and  good  to  preserve  tradition  at  almost  any  cost, 
but  it  is  foolish  to  make  an  issue  out  of  a  matter  when  one  side 
calls  for  common  sense  and  the  other  calls  for  a  false  sense  of 
school  memories. 

If  Coach  /Lawrence  or  his  athletic  committee  wjmts  the  Bear¬ 
cats  to -  wear  red,  white,  and  blue  striped  football  helmets,  th$  Stu¬ 
dent  Council  shouldn’t  interfere.  Because  if  Mr.  Lawrence  wun’t
